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XV.—-METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.-- Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, November, December, 
and the year 1923. 


October.-With the exception of a few showers in Hast Kimberley, rainless conditions prevailed 
during October throughout the Tropies, Gascoyne, and greater part of the Goldtields, The agri- 
cultural country was visited by only one far-reaching rainfall, which occurred between the 3rd 
and Sth of the month, and extended, in a very light fashion, to a few localities in the Lower Mur- 
chison country and on the South Cooluardie Goldliclds. he wheat-growing centres, in general, 
recorded fair to moderate cancings on this oceasion, but, although light coastal showers were frequent 
during the remainder of the month, they seldom extended to the inland areas, where the amounts 
registered in the opening week were not materially inereased. 


With the exeeption of a few South-West Coastal stations, defects were shown throughout the 
State, but in view of The excellent agricultural rainfall experienced during the winter, the shortages 
were not expected to operate to the detriment of crop prospects. 


November.——With the exception of tropical rains and light gaugings in the extreme South-West 
and along the South Coast. a very dry November was reported throughout the State. 


A rainless month was experienced along the Midland Railway and throughout the North-iMastern 
and Eastern 2ericultural areas, while over the remainder of the agricultural country and on the West 
and South-West Consts the gaugings were light and scattered. Similar conditions prevailed over 
the Gascoyne and Goldfields, isolated falls only being reported on the closing day from the Northern 
Cooleardie districts. 


In the Tropies the country immediately surrounding Wyndham and Marble Bar alone recorded 
excesses, reports in general indicating that thunderstorms were less frequent than usual during the 
month. : 


December.—Over sub-tropical areas of the State the rainfall during December was, in the main, 
attributable to two extensive storms of monsoonal character. The distribution of the falls was in 
each case rather erratic. 


The earlier of the two, which oceurred between the 14th and 16th, affeeted chiefly the Moora,’ 
Avon Valley, and Pastern districts of the agricultural country, together with the South Coolgardie 
Goldfield, while the later one (on the 22nd) was mainly contined to the Central and Eastern ayricul- 
tural districts and the North Coolgardie Mields. 


In the Tropics the bulk of the rain fell as scattered thunderstorms, but only in Hast Kimberley were 
-the falls in exeess of normal. In West Kimberley, as well asin other parts of the Tropics, and in 
the West Gascoyne, falls were much below the average, many stations reporting “nil” for the month. 
The same remark applied to the Northern half of the Midland country and, although seattered rains 
were in evidence, the Southern parts of the South-West Coastal and Great Southern districts, as well 
as the Kast Gascoyne and Murchison, also showed deficiencies. 


In the regions mainly affeeted by the disturbances of the I4th, 16th, and 22nd, the excesses were 
pronounced, and were undoubtedly valuable from the point of view of water supply, although in some 
instances considerable damave was caused by wind and hail. The Trans-Australian and South-Eastern 
coastal areas also benetited by these rainstorms, although to a variable extent. 


Year 1923.—The rainfall map for the year 1923 presented a marked contrast to that of the 
previous year. Whereas 1922 was characterised by a serious and almost universal deficiency, the 
twelve moths under review was one of bountiful rain over at least half of the settled portions of 
the State. 


The Kimberley districts formed the chief exception to the above remarks. At Broome the year’s 
rainfall fell short by 6-85 inches of the annual average, while snvaller deficiencies were noted at 
other stations, exclusive, however, of Fitzroy, Crossing, where a small excess was noted. 


The chief area of over-average rainfall included the Coastline between Rocbourne and Albany. 
and extended inland through the greater part of the North-West, Gascoyne, and Murchison and the 
agricultural country, where some~ very pronounced excesses were shown, outstanding éxamples 
being Carnarven 15°92 inches, The Junction 12°86 inches, Gingin 11-50 inches, Chidlows Well 15-82 
inches and Donnybrook 14°38 inches. Onslow, however, showed the highest excess with 26-82 inches, 
or 18-12 inches above normal. This station kas the unenviable reputation of possessing the most 
variable rainfall in Australia. In 1912 only 0-57 inches fell, while on the other hand 1900 saw a 
gauging of 26-96 inches (one of the two previous occasions on which the total for 1923 was exceeded). 
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XV.~-METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS—continued, 


The heavy excesses quoted above all oceurred, it will be noted, on or near the Coast. The falls 
dwindled very rapidly towards the interior, and at a few stations on the extreme Eastern fringe 
of the agricultural areas, as well as throughout the Coolgardie Goldficlds, defects were in evidence, 
ranging from a few points to 4°57 inches at Kookynie and 5-89 inches at Hopetoun. 


January was an exceptional month. A slowly-moving eee which originated as a “ Willy 
Willy ~ on the North-West Coast, gradually swept through the State between the 16th and 20th. 
Amongst its more notable results was the registration of ee DL hour gaugings at the majority of 
West Gascoyne stations on the 17th. After the latter date a Jong interval ensued, broken only by 
scattered thunderstorms, until the 24th-26th March, when another storm of the “Willy Willy ”’ 
type passed down the Coast. The associated rainfall extended from 100 to 200 miles inland, and 
appe: ared to cut olf ve ry sharply on the eastern edge, but a belt of country lying further inland suffered 
from extremely severe duststorms, which were accompanicd by the unusual phenomenon of “St. 
Elmo's Fire.” Another notable feature of this storm was an excessive downpour at Onslow— 
13 inches in the 48-hour period, 23rd-24th. Other ‘ Willy Willy” disturbances affected the State 
during March, but the rainfall was very limited in extent. 


The outstanding feature of April was the breaking up of a protracted drought over the agri- 
eultural country—-the “ Willy Willy? storm of the previous month brought no rain to the Hastern 
portions of the Wheat Belt. The 20th of the month saw useful pre Aes rains throughout the South- 
West quarter of the State, and these were repeated on the 22nd, 3rd, 26th and 29th. In addition 
a fine rainfall extended through the North-West, Murchison and "Coolzaxdic Fields to the Head of 
the Bisht in the early part of the month. 


Tne true winter agricultural rains set in at the beginning of May and lasted, with few intervals, 
until early October, when they terminated abruptly. They were not, however, equally heavy in each 
month. In Me ay they lacked penetrating power, and deficiencies were noted over many of the 
North-Eastern areas. In June extreme activity was shown, the falls extending to practically the 
whole State, a most exceptional oceurrence—while in many parts of the South-West quarter tloods 
and exeessive downpours did a great deal of damaye, and a large number of Stations reported 
record gauvings for the month. 

In July the chief rainstorms pursued an inland track, and the North-West, Gascoyne, Murchison, 
and Goldiiclds benefited greatly, many Murchison localities which all earlier rains seemed to have 
avoided being served by a generous downpour. The South-West and agricultural country experienced 
heavy deficiencies, but the shortage on the whole was beneticial, as it allowed crops,‘etc., to recover 
from the‘excessive wetness of the previous month. August, despite frequent light rains, was also 
defective in the agricultural country, and practically rainless elsewhere. The frequency of light 
showers, however, prevented the desiccation of crops and herbage, which having made good recovery 
from the June downpours, now showed excellent progress. 


In September the rains gained somewhat in intensity, and excesses were noted over practically 
all wheat-erowing districts. A final rain of the winter type fell early in October, but was followed 
by a prolonged tine spell, which was not broken until mid-December, when rains of a summer character 
fellover large areas of the wheat country. Similar falls occurred later in the month, affecting chiefly 
the Central and Southern wheat-growing areas and the Coolgardie Fields, but .the Northern half 
of the Midland district was sfill suffering from a shortage of water at the close of the year.  Unfor- 
tunately these late rains were associated with hail, which caused damage to the wheat crops over 
restricted areas in the Kastern and North-iastern districts. 


Fires during the latter half of November ravaged an extensive region in the West Gascoyne, 
where the phenomenal rainfall had resulted in a most luxuriant growth of grass and herbage. 


In the Kimberley, summer thunderstorms commenced carly, but were neither general nor par- 
ticularly heavy until December, and then only in East Kimberley.
